Certain approved Medicines for the Plague, both to prevent that Contagion, and te expel it after it be taken ; #4 have been approved of inthe year 1625, 
when I hirg- five thouſand four: hundred twenty-eight died of the Plague is one year ; 44 alſo in thus preſent Viſitation, 1665, ; 

1, A cheap Med cine to keep them from Infection is, Take a pinte of new Milk, and cut two Cloves of Sutlick very (mall, put it in the Milk, and drink 
it every Morning fafting, and it pteventeth Infection. 2. A poſſer-drink to remove the Plag e from che heart, that is, an Ale poſſer-drink with Pimpe:- 
nel ſeethed in it, vll ir caſtes ſtrong of it · drank often. removes the Infection, though ir hath ger to the vety beatt. 3. Another approved remedy againit 
the Plague, Take a ſptig of Rue, otherwiſe called Herb-of-grace, and (bred it, and put it in a Fig ot two, and eat it every Morning faſting , it keeps che 
body from Infection, and purifieth the blood; withall, ſpare exceſs of drinking, eſpecially Ale and Bottle - drink, and be very cemperate in the Liquors , 


Tobacco is goed every morning, and a y= preſervative againſt the Infection. : 
Amongſt the mary Preſcriptions for the Cure of the Plague which we have publiſted, this i very Fectual, and if carefully obſerved ( by Gods laing 


may Cure many. . 

Ar the firſt raking of the Infection, or when they find themſelves ill wich the accuſtomed Symptoms, as in other highly malignant Feavers, let chem 
empty their Stomack (if full or foul) with C Poſſet ina large quantity, or warm water; and if need be, take a ClyRer of Milk and Sugar. Then 
beraking themſelves to bed, drink a good draught of warm Poſſer-Ale with a little Vinegar, and as much as a good Walnut of Londow-Treacle diſſol- 
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O vedinit; or 57 the Treacle firſt, and drink the Poſſet - Ale after ; and ſo without their Shifts let them ſweat twenty four hours or more, renewing 
> © the Treacle and Poſſer#Ale every fixth or ſeventh hour, but in half the proportion ; and in the mean while, let them be refreſhed with Poſſet - Ale, oc 
== Grewel, or Oatmeal Caudle, or Brorb in which Harts-horn, Mace, Marjoram and Marigold flowers are boiled: Beſides, they may take two or three 
25 ſpoonful: of Plague- water. At firſt alſo let large Bliſters be raiſe1 under the Ears, near the Armholes and Groine, and kept running till the Diſtempet 
v3 © be over.

G = Take a pint of Wiitewae- Vinegar, t olinces of Len le- Treacie, mix them well in a Glaſs- bottle: take ene good ſpoonful every morning and 
3 2 evening if you go ab-0ad ; or take halt a ſpoonful of Bole-Armen. withtwo ſpoonfuls of Plague-water or Angelica water every morning. Take once 2 
3 3 weekthree Pills of Cuſfus it bed-rime, Hold oft in your mouth Myrrh or Zedoaria. Take beed of heating the Blood any way, Avoid Fruits, eſpe- 
. cially Plums, Melons, Cucumets &c. Keep to a ſpare and fingle Diet. This, under that great Preſerver, G Proteft;on, may be a good ſecutity.
